The  higher  levels’  supply  has  been  greatly  improved  by 
‘zoning’  the  Main  from  Morlands  Reservoir  so  as  to  supply  these 
levels.  The  Main  has  been  extended  to  the  Golf  House  and  a 
‘Booster’  house  has  been  built
